-—— Speer nietaneeerenie ated Maa 
CHINESE COOLIES ATTEMPT TO MURDER 
THEIR EVROPEAN EMPLOYERS AND 
SUPERINTENDENT. 


On tho 23rd of October a trial took place 
at Labuan which excited some intorest in 
the island. Lt appoars that in October, 
1877,, Messrs Graham and Simpson, of 
Hongkong, registered, before the Actin 
Governor of Labuan and .Consul Genera 
in Bofneo,: thelr claim to the two little 
islets of Spratty Island and Amboyna Cay, 
situate come 200 miles to the- North-west 
of the Colony, and obtained pormission to 
hoist the British Flag thereon, a, permission | 
subsequently: confirmed by the Foreign. 
Office. The value of the two islets consists 
iu the rich deposits of guano with which 
they are covered to the depth of sovoral 
feet. In May last. Mesers Graham’ and 
Simpson chartefed the French barquo 
Parolos at Hongkong, and proceeded to 
Amboyna Cay to commence opsrations 
with some 30 Chinese coolles and eervanta 
and one young. Englishman. By the 
beginning of Juiy the Parolos was loaded 
and sailed for Hongkong; Mr Graham 
being left behind with bis assistant, Mr 
Helme, and the covlies, several of whom, 
however, had expressed. thelr desire to 
return to Hongkong, but, as their six 
months’ agreement had not expired, they 
wore refus.d freo passages and wore unable 
to make any arrangement with the French 
Captaip on their own. account. Ten days 
after the ship had sailed, Mr Graham, 
while at work among the cooliee, was as- 
gaulted with a shovel i of them 
named Ah Chin. Instead. of arreating or 
knocking down Ah Chin, Mr Graham 
rusbed off to his ‘house, calling out to Mr 
Helme, who was in'a shed at no great dis- 
tance, to fetch out his revolver, Ab Chin 
and others of the coolies ran after the two 
white mon into. the house and a sonfila 


eneued ona sofa where Mr Graham was in 


the: habit of keeping ‘his revolver. Mr |. 


Helme posscesed himself of the weapon 
and, at Mr Graham's entreaty, shot dead 
two men who wero struggling with him and 
had him by the throat—Ah Ohin and 
Leong Fuk—and. wounded ‘a third map, 
Leong Yeung... The'other coolies, who had 
collected round the house, clamouring and; 
some of them, throwing stones in at the 
windows, thereupon became intimidated 
and auffered themeelves to be put in irons 
by the two whites, assisted by the boy and 
cooks, Ten of them were subsequently 
released and resumed their work, and the- 
Parolos, which had returned from Hong- 
kong in Septoniber,' was again londed and 
sailed for Labuan with all hands, arriving 
thore on the 19th October, where she landed 
Messrs Graham, Stmpson and Helme and
